ROM the ringside of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 

pany sales paddock in Saratoga Springs, and 
without benefit of a complete mathematical 
breakdown, the yearling market appears to us to 
be just about the market we had guessed it would 
be, about 15 per cent under last year’s market. 
How the final figures would compare with those 
of last year remains to be seen, but, horse for 
horse, the prices here this year seem to have de- 
clined by about that margin. 


However, because of uncertain conditions 
brought about by the war in Europe, now in its 
crucial stage, breeders had prepared themselves 
to some extent for a market which might have 
been even lower than it is. Hence the attitude on 
the part of sellers to consider the sales rather 
satisfactory. “It could have been a lot worse,” is 
a common expression in reply to the common 
query, “How did you like your sale?” Breeders 
“taking a beating’ have consoled themselves by 
comparing their returns with what might have 
been this year instead of what was last year. 


On many occasions we have heard the sales re- 
ferred to as spotty. It is true that some consign- 
ments seem to have sold very well in comparison 
with others, but on the whole there seems to be 
little justification for supposing that any class of 
yearlings has held up better than another. If we 
are to trust impressions gained here, without ben- 
efit of statistical analysis, the top, middle, and 
bottom yearlings have all gone down together in 
very much the same proportion. We would rather 
that such were not the case. It comforts us, as 
well as others, to believe that ‘good horses will 
always sell well” and that bad horses will always 
sell poorly. But we suspect that the multiplicity 
of poor horses not only reduces the prices for their 
own category but also pulls down other prices in 
almost equal proportion. 


The plain fact of the matter, as everyone knows, 
is that too many yearlings are coming to Sara- 
toga_many bidders remained in action only a few 
days, got their quotas, and left town—and that 
too many race horses are being produced general- 
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ly throughout the United States. If the war had 
not come along, we probably would have had a 
market equal to that of last year, at least. But 
the war has removed English buyers and Canadi- 
an buyers completely from the market, and has 
made American buyers extremely wary. But war 
or no war, the principal weakness of the market 
lies in overproduction. 

There is not much that can be done about over- 
production except to let nature take its course. 
This is definitely a buyers’ market, where year- 
lings may be bought at cost or less, and it will re- 
main so until there has been retrenchment on the 
part of producers. We hope that next year fewer 
yearlings will come to Saratoga, even if it be- 
comes necessary to hold an additional yearling 
sale or two during the year. We doubt whether 
even Saratoga can bring together enough buyers 
to purchase seven hundred yearlings at a reason- 
able market value. But we do not think that 
splitting the sales would greatly increase the 
prospects of a good average in 1941. 

We believe—this is an impression which cannot 
be verified except in a very general way—that the 
buyer at Saratoga in 1940 has exercised stricter 
standards of judgment than at any time in recent 
years. The dams of the yearlings sold, as well as 
their sires, have been subjected to a careful scrut- 
iny, as far as their records and their probabilities 
are concerned. It is possible that the new Thor- 
oughbred Broodmare Records recently published 
by THE BLOOD-HORSE and now in the hands of 
many horsemen, may have had something to do 
with this apparent trend, though we can hardly 
be sure of this guess. 

But, at any rate, this market has been dis- 
criminating enough to warn breeders that in the 
immediate future they ought to prepare for a sim- 
ilarly critical market next year and later, by go- 
ing over their own mares with minute care and 
culling down to a group which may be expected 
to produce horses in the upper brackets, on the 
basis of reasonable expectation. Out of the pres- 
ent overproduction of horses we can gain an ac- 
tual improvement of the breed if breeders will not 
be so stubborn as to insist upon keeping and pro- 
ducing foals from every mare possible.

Lucien Lyne: Race and Rider 


T was one of those monumental coincidences 

suggesting a delicate sense of timing some- 
where, that on the day (August 14) the Lucien 
Lyne Handicap was run at Washington Park, 
Mrs. Sanford Lyne, of Lexington, should receive 
word that her son Lucien, of whom all word has 
been lost since the spring warring began in 
Europe, was safe at Maisons-Laffitte in France. 
The onetime brilliant rider, and successful owner 
and trainer, for whom Washington Park’s dis- 
tance race was named, was in Belgium when the 
firing began. 

This is the second war for Lucien Lyne; he got 
out of the other one quicker. The late Courtney 
Mathews, a Negro horseman who was almost 
without peer as a conditioner of yearlings, was 
told off to accompany the young Lucien in his 
early riding days, when he was just graduating 
from a small pony, and between the two of them 
they trained the winner of the Nicholasville Derby 
about 1891, a victory which, however its import- 
ance may have diminished with the passage of 
time, was a big moment when it came. At any 
rate, after Lucien Lyne was well established in 
France and Belgium, he tried in 1914 to persuade 
Courtney to join his stable in Europe. Courtney 
was at Saratoga, in charge of Major T. C. Mc- 
Dowell’s yearlings, and he planned to leave Amer- 
ica right after the sale. “But say,” Courtney 
told Brownie Leach several years ago, “when the 
war broke out Lucien beat me back to Kentucky.” 


The Breeders’ Part 


LTHOUGH the returns on the last of this 

year’s Saratoga sales are not in as these 
lines are written, it is already certain that in 
1940, as in 1939, there will be a fall in the yearling 
averages. This observer suspects that this fact 
may be used by proponents of the new “elimina- 
tion” plan to persuade breeders to take a part in 
raising funds for buying up cheap horses and dis- 
posing of them. If breeders listen to any such 
argument they are, to use a refined and elegant 
expression, suckers. 

In the first place, the decline in yearling prices 
was not due to an over-supply of broken-down 
horses in New England, but to an over-supply of 
yearlings at Saratoga. With enough yearlings to 
go around, the necessity for competitive bidding 
wasn’t as great. The decline in the average 
doesn’t really matter; it is quite possible that a 
breeder does a little better by selling 20 horses 
for an average of $2,000 each, than by selling 15 
for $2,200 each, even if the last five bring him 
only a total of $7,000 more. But if the average 
is to be raised, the curtailment of production, or 
the more rigid selection of Saratoga material, 
will have to raise it. 

In the second place, the stables behind the 
“elimination” plan are for the most part claiming 
stables, and the tracks which are backing them 
are tracks which depend on claiming races most 
completely. The owners who would benefit by 
disposing of worthless stock for from $100 to $300 
a head are the very worst customers for yearlings.

They do not buy, they claim them. It has been 
pointed out for years that one of the strongest 
deterrents to new owners is the fact that they 
cannot race moderate horses without losing them 
to claiming stables, which want no part of the 
long wait and the trying work of making a year- 
ling into a race horse. I do not have any sort of 
a list of the stables which are behind this “elimi- 
nation” move, but breeders should check them 
against the list of Saratoga buyers before they 
consider making any contribution. 


It has been pointed out before, but perhaps it 
will do no harm to insist on it again, that when 
a horse at a major track becomes a sales proposi- 
tion at $100, or even $300, he is already elim- 
inated. He may be still taking up stall room, and 
eating as many oats as Challedon, but he is not a 
factor in competition for purses, and hence not a 
deterrent to sales of horses that can win. 

If racing secretaries would write additional 
graded handicaps, graded down to the equivalent 
of $1,000 platers, the elimination would go a little 
faster. But oh, a $1,000 claiming race for non-

winners since July 1 is so easy to write, and it 
fills so well! 

But whether the pattern of seven claiming 
races and an overnight handicap is altered or not, 
this observer is definitely opposed to the applica- 
tion of the Social Security principle to disabled 
and superannuated race horses. Slightly to para- 
phrase Macbeth, they have spilt too much of that 
blood already. 


Shots at Random 


ROTTING horse enthusiasts were beginning to 

find out how the totalizators worked by the 
time the Goshen meeting ended. On the day of 
the Hambletonian the betting was $91,421. ... 
A factor of the Hambletonian that was apparent- 
ly missed is that the winner, Spencer Scott, was 
bred by David M. Look, at Castleton, near Lex- 
ington, where James R. Keene had his head- 
quarters, where Domino stood, and Kingston, 
*Voter, and Commando as well. Spencer, the 
Hambletonian winner’s maternal grandsire, heads 
the stud there now. A few years ago Whichone 
made a season at Castleton, and Spencer, long 
used to being top dog in the Castleton stallion 
barn, got so bitter about Whichone being shown 
to people who didn’t want to see him that he had 
to be moved far down in the long barn where he 
didn’t see visitors to the Thoroughbred. . . . The 
principal duty of the Governor General of the 
Bahamas is to come over to Hialeah Park each 
spring and present a trophy to the winner of the 
Bahamas Handicap. Hialeah Park has already 
extended an invitation to the Duke and Duchess 
of Windsor. . .. As far as this writer knows, 
every shipment of horses from England or Ireland 
has reached the United States safely. One boat 
was accidentally rammed in the dark and had to 
put back for repairs, but in all cases the blockade, 
such as it is, was run successfully. ... How far 
Bimelech’s injury influenced his race for the 
Classic is not certain. Perhaps it is safer to take 
the record just as it is, without any excuses. It is 
a first rate record, with 13 starts, 10 wins, two 
seconds, and one third, and $245,095 earned, which 
cannot be matched by any horse of this genera- 
tion up to August 15 of his 3-year-old season... . 
If Bowie’s $1,200 purse minimum spreads, as it 
may, to the other Maryland tracks, it will just 
about establish an entire racing year with purses 
at that figure. The New York tracks have had it 
since the first two weeks of the season. Hialeah 
has announced it for this winter. If the other 
Maryland tracks adopt it, there will be only a 
brief interval, in December and March, when 
$1,200 purses are not available. ... The program 
of distance races at Washington Park has been 
very successful, and has developed at least one 
true stayer, in Shot Put, which is not much more 
than a plater at short distances. Now Narra- 
gansett Park will have a planned series of races 
at distances increasing from 114 to two miles. 
Perhaps next year intelligent operators will hang 
up some small stakes at longer distances, as a 
preparation for Belmont Park’s New York Handi- 
cap in the fall. Even now, there will be enough 
distance races that breeders, by studying the re- 
sults, can get a better idea than has heretofore 
been possible about where to go for stamina.

HE third of Washington Park’s five weeks of 

racing was completed August 17, with a pro- 
gram featured by the Beverly Handicap, a race 
for fillies and mares at a mile. Winner and 
favorite was B. F. Masterson’s Busy Morn, a 5- 
year-old mare by Busy American. Supporting 
this was a 2-year-old race under allowance con- 
ditions, and this went to John Marsch’s To a Tee, 
a colt by Ariel which was making his first start. 
He was the sixteenth juvenile winner for his sire, 
from a total of 24 foals of 1938, which makes 
Ariel not only the leading sire of 2-year-old win- 
ners as far as number goes, but also in percen- 
tage of winners among stallions which had as 
many as 10 foals in 1938. A 11-mile event, 
drawing 10 starters, went to Mrs. Emil Dene- 
mark’s Annikin, a 4-year-old Ladkin filly bred in 
Virginia by J. W. Y. Martin. 

Washington Park’s series of distance races has 
developed a first class stayer in Mrs. M. Evans’ 
Shot Put, although the opposition the Chance 
Shot gelding has had to face has not been very 
streng. On August 7 Shot Put equalled the track 
record for 214 miles under 122 pounds. On Au- 
gust 14, in the Lucien Lyne Handicap, a $2,500 
overnight event, he won quite easily at 2% miles, 
ran the distance in 4:4845, and thus set a new 
American record for the distance, cutting 145 
seconds from the mark which Just Right set at 
Tia Juana in 1925 under 94 pounds. Just Right 
was not a horse of high calibre, and of course 
first class horses have not been racing at 2% 
miles for many years. Even so, Shot Put’s effort, 
under 126 pounds, was an extremely worthy one, 
and he is likely to be favored for the remaining 
distance races at Washington Park. The next of 
these, at 3% miles, will be run August 21, and 
the concluding event, at four miles, for a $3,500 
purse, will come on August 28. 


Arlington Park Statistics 


Increases at Arlington Park this summer raised 
the average daily distribution to horsemen about 
5 per cent, according to statistics compiled for 
Daily Racing Form. The daily average was $13,- 
196 this year, as compared to $12,537 last season. 
Betting was up 25 per cent, so the track should 
have made more for its new operators than it did 
last season for its former owners. 

Dixiana, with a single victory by Sirocco in the 
Classic Stakes, led other owners with a total of 
$37,935. Cleaveland Putnam, whose Swain won 
the Arlington Futurity, was a good second with 
$37,700. J. E. Widener was next, with 10 wins 
and $18,100 in earnings. 

Three riders, Johnny Adams, Wendell Eads, 
and Shelby Clark, were tied for the lead among 
the jockeys, with 25 winners each. Adams, how- 
ever, got 18 per cent winners from his mounts, led 
the others in this respect. 

Ross O. Higdon was the leading trainer, sad- 
dling 14 winners for Woolford Farm, and P. F. 
Dwyer, Danny Stewart, and L. J. Wilson were 
tied for second place with 10 each.

Busy Morn has started 45 times, won eight 
races, finished second eight times, third four 
times, and has earned $12,615. She did not race 
at three. She had not previously won a stakes 
but last year was second in President’s Trophy 
and Enquirer Handicaps, third in Memorial Day, 
Charity Day Handicaps. This year she has fre- 
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quently run in better class claiming races, in 
some instances for as little as $3,000. Mary 
Helen won Jimmie Stakes, and is also dam of the 
winners Bolo (brother to Busv Morn and winner 
at two, three, and six), and Little Bolo, winner 
at two and three, 1940. She has one other foal 
of racing age. She was sold at the dispersal of 
the late Jerome B. Respess’ stock last October, 
went to Irvine Kort, of Jeffersontown, Ky., for 
$1,000. She has a yearling filly by Burgoo King 
which Mr. Kort also bought, as a weanling, for 
$600. Fleetabelle won at three, four, and five, 
including Hindoo, Camp Washington Handicaps, 
and is also dam of the winners Six Pence, Vien- 
nese (also producer), Aristocrat, Colonel Bell, 
and Beauty Belle. Mowitzka also produced the 
winners Jupiter Joe and Longhand, and the pro- 
ducer Boja. She was sister to the winners Mc- 
Alister and Otyanna (also dam of four winners). 


Changes in the Classic 


A number of changes in the conditions of the 
Classic Stakes were announced last week. Most 
important to the owner of the winner is the fact 
that the endowment has been increased $10,000, 
and will henceforth be $40,000. Welcome news 
to breeders is the fact that 2-year-olds instead 
of yearlings will be nominated, this change tak- 
ing effect immediately. Nominators who put 
yearlings in last year, for the Classic of 1941, 
will have their $10 entry fees returned, and the 
race will be thrown open again, nominations to 
close on October 15, which is also the date of the 
closing of the 1941 American Derby. It is esti- 
mated that the two races, the 3-year-old high- 
lights of Chicago racing, will gross $70,000 each. 


The new race will require a $25 entry fee, a $50 
eligibility payment on February 15, 1941, and a 
$100 eligibility payment on May 1, 1941. Starters 
wi'l pay $750 additional. The supplementary 
entary feature, cut out by the previous owners of 
Arlington Park, has been restored, and supple- 
mentary entries may be made to May 1, 1941, at 
$1,500 each.

The decrease is entirely be- 
cause of the dropping of the $15,000 added Haw- 
thorne Gold Cup, as two of the other events have 
been raised over their 1939 value, and some new 
events have been added.

Saratoga 


HE first two days of Saratoga’s third week 

were behind the corresponding days a week 
earlier, but business picked up considerably dur- 
ing the latter part of the week, and on August 17, 
the day of the Travers, a new record turnover of 
$774,393 was wagered. This brought the total 
for the week to $2,665,640, a daily average of 
$444,410. For the first 18 days of the meeting 
the average was $383,338. Compared with the 
betting at other New York tracks, this seems 
small, but it must be remembered that the av- 
erage would look exceedingly good to any race 
track except the metropolitan ovals and the two 
big California tracks. If the weather is good dur- 
ing the last two weeks, there is an excellent 
chance of a daily average of more than $400,000. 
If it does reach this figure, Saratoga will have its 
most prosperous meeting. 

Racing during the week was good, though the 
fields which contested the stakes events were not 
large. On August 14 the Sanford Stakes was re- 
newed, victory falling to Alfred Vanderbilt’s Good 
Turn, by Ariel. The Champlain Handicap on 
August 16 found Masked General defeating Sickle 
T., thus reversing the placings of the two in the 
1939 renewal of the race. 

The major 3-year-old event of the meeting, the 
Travers Stakes, was run on August 17, lost some 
of its importance when Bimelech was withdrawn. 
But Belair Stud’s Fenelon, a second choice in the 
betting, established himself as a claimant for 
Bimelech’s leadership by nosing out Your Chance. 
A more unexpected upset came in the Spinaway 
Stakes, which was the supporting event. Breck- 
inridge Long’s home-bred Nasca won the event, 
with the odds-on Level Best running third, four 
and a half lengths behind the leaders. Level Best 
was giving the winner and the runner-up three 
pounds. Among those who did not anticipate the 
result was Racing Secretary John B. Campbell, 
who had assigned Level Best 126 pounds for the 
Adirondack Handicap, and had put 122 on Nasca. 
The weights probably will matter very little, as 
the Adirondack comes on August 21, and neither 
Nasca nor Level Best is likely to be a starter so 
soon again. 

In addition to the Adirondack Handicap, there 
will be four stakes this week. The six-furlong 
Catskill Handicap will be run August 23, and the 
52 nominations include some good sprinters. The 
Saturday has a steeplechase stakes, the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes for 2-year-olds, and the 
Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap. The Grand 
Union will probably see Calumet Farm’s Whirl- 
away in action again, and Monday Lunch, Swing 
and Sway, Chicuelo, Kansas, New World, and 
Overdrawn are among the nominations. The 
Merchants’ and Citizens’, at 134, miles, has 49 
nominations, including *Isolater, Challedon, Hash, 
Masked General, Jacomar, Gallahadion, Sun Lov- 
er, Can’t Wait, Nedayr, Sickle T., Eight Thirty, 
and Your Chance. 


Good Turn's Sanford Stakes 


Possibly the only stakes in American racing 
which is famous because of a horse which was 
beaten in it is the Sanford Stakes ($1,500 added, 
2-year-olds, six furlongs), which on August 13, 
1919, was the scene of Man o’ War’s only defeat. 
More recently it was the occasion of the defeat 
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and death of Thingumabob, which looked like 
the leading 2-year-old of 1938 when he went down 
at the far turn. 

But the 1940 running of the Sanford Stakes, on 
August 14, was almost completely uneventful. 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Good Turn (110), made an 
even-money favorite, ran in front all the way and 
won by a length and a quarter. Mrs. David A. 
Buckley’s Grand Party (109), a maiden by Grand 
Time which was the second choice, raced in third 
place to the stretch, then came up to take second 
place. Victor Emanuel’s third choice, Omission 
(122), by Jock, finished in third place, two 
lengths behind Grand Party, and the extreme out- 
sider, J. H. Louchheim’s Thrift Shop (110), by 
Eccnomic, was last. There were no other start- 
ers, and the race thus went exactly to expecta- 
tion, though to be safe Basil James rode the win- 
ner out.

Masked General Gets Revenge 


The Champlain Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1% miles) at Saratoga August 16 
added B. F. Whitaker’s Sickle T. (126) to the al- 
ready extensive list of odds-on favorites which 
have gone under at the meeting, a list which was 
further extended on the following day when Level 
Best was defeated. So far at the Saratoga meet- 
ing, there has hardly been an outstanding horse 
which has retained all of the distinction which he 
possessed when he came to the meeting. e 

There were only three starters for the Cham- 
plain. Sickle T. was out after his second suc- 
cessive victory in the event, and Brandywine 
Stable’s Masked General (121) was out to avoid, 
if possible, running second to him again. Last 
year each of the two had carried 112 pounds, but 
Sickle T.’s victory over Eight Thirty two weeks 
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earlier had given him the top impost this year, | 


Sickle T. began with his usual keen speed, led 
around the first turn, but Jockey Maurice Peters 
sent Masked General to the front as he turned 
into the back stretch. The Pompey gelding drew 
out to a three-length lead, held it around the last 
turn. Here Sickle T. began coming on again, but 
Masked General, responding gamely to pressure, 
won by a length and a half. Mrs. Louise Viau’s 
Rex Flag (110), last all the way, came strongly 
in the stretch, caught Sickle T. a few yards from 
the finish, but hung just at the end and was 
beaten a nose for second place.

3-year-olds and up, about two miles) at Saratoga. 
There were six starters for the event, and *Cottes- 
more was a strong favorite. 

Mrs. F. A. Clark’s *Bachelor Philip (148), 
which served an apprenticeship by running at 
hunts meetings last spring, was the early }1C¢e- 
maker, with Emile Pfizer's *Farndale (148) and 
Sanford Stud’s *L’Odeon (138) alternating as 
challengers. *Cottesmore was away under re- 
straint, made no serious move the first turn of 
the field. Then Jockey F. Slate took him up with 
a rush, and *Cottesmore, jumping cleanly, took

the lead without difficulty. *Farndale, which had 
dropped back to fourth place, came again near 
the end and offered a determined bid. Over the 
last fence he was only a length and a half behind 
the leader, but *Cottesmore shook him off in the 
run through the flat, beat him four lengths. 
*Farndale was three lengths ahead of “Bachelor 
Philip, and *L’Odeon was six lengths farther 
away in fourth place. *Rioter (138) and Night

*Cottesmore got his first training in the stable of 
Thomas Hitchcock, for whom he won North 
American and Saratoga Steeplechase Handicaps 
last year. He was purchased by Mr. Bostwick 
after the 1939 season, won the Meadow Brook 
Steeplechase Handicap last spring. In all he has 
started 15 times, won six races, finished second 
three times, third three times, and has earned

New Filly Leader 


The Spinaway Stakes ($1,500 added, 2-year-old 
fillies, six furlongs) at Saratoga August 17 
brought about a meeting between two undefeated 
fillies, Crispin Oglebay’s Level Best (119), win- 
ner of four straight races, including Saratoga 
Sales and Demoiselle Stakes, and Breckinridge 
Long’s Nasca (116), which had won three 
straight, including the Schuylerville Stakes. 
Greentree Stable’s Tangled (116), a Sweeping 
Light filly, had been beaten by both of them, but 
she had been able to give Nasca a good race, 
whereas Level Best had beaten her badly. This 
was perhaps the best available line on the merits 
of the two, and Level Best was backed at odds-on, 
with Nasca a second choice at nearly 3 to 1. 

Level Best, after behaving badly at the gate, 
was not away in stride, but she was rushed into 
the lead as soon as possible, and stayed locked in 
a duel with Grail (113) for a half-mile. Nasca 
was away last, and Ruperto Donoso sent her up 
gradually, did not make a bid for the lead until 
Grail fell away. At this stage Level Best was 
leading by a length, but she faltered from her 
early efforts, and Nasca drew away easily, won 
by three lengths. Tangled, coming along well but 
forced to lose ground on the stretch turn, got up 
to be second, a length and a half ahead of Level 
Best, with Hal Price Headley’s Pelisse (113) in 
fourth place. Pomayya (113) and Grail com- 
pleted the field.

Nasca has now won all her four starts, and has 
earned $13,575. She now has a fair claim to lead- 
ership of the 2-year-old fillies in the East, but has 
yet to meet such western developments as Blue 
Delight, winner of the Arlington Lassie Stakes, or 
Misty Isle.

Fenelon's Travers Stakes 
On August 17 a broken bone removed E. R. 


Bradley’s Bimelech permanently from the 3-year- 
old picture, and the identity of his successor as 
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leader of the division became more muddled than 
ever. The logical candidate in the East was Mrs. 
George D. Widener’s Your Chance, which had 
closed fast on the Bradley colt in the Belmont 
Stakes, and had won three races in succession 
since that day, though one of his victories was the 
result of a disqualification. On August 7 he had 
defeated Belair Stud’s best 3-year-old, Fenelon, 
which had been forced to miss the spring 3-year- 
old specials because of illness. The success had 
been scored only by a head, at level weights, and 
on August 17 the two met again, also at level 
weights of 122 pounds, for the seventy-first Trav- 
ers Stakes ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds, 114 miles). 
Fenelon reversed the decision, winning by a nose. 
There were seven starters, with Your Chance 
slightly favored over the entry of Fenelon and the 
two Wheatley Stable representatives, Asp (112) 
and Snow Ridge (114), the latter having been 
disqualified after finishing ahead of Your Chance 
in the Dwyer Stakes. An outsider, Glen Riddle 
Farm’s The Finest (112) was the early pace- 
maker, with John Hay Whitney’s Gramps (112) 
in second place. The Finest held his lead for six 
furlongs, but Fenelon replaced Gramps as the 
challenger, and around the last turn he raced up 
to take the lead. He was only a head in front of 
The Finest, which held on stoutly to the eighth- 
pole, then began to yield ground slowly. Your 
Chance, under restraint in the early stages and 
saving ground, was sent up on the outside with a 
rush in the stretch, and Asp, well placed through- 
out, also moved forward. At the end all of the 
leaders were all out. Fenelon, though he was 
hanging at the end, was a nose in front of Your 
Chance, which was beginning to bear out at the 
end, and Asp, though he faltered near the finish, 
was only a half-length away in third place. The 
Finest was beaten another half-length, finishing 
fourth, with Snow Ridge, Gramps, and Century 
Note (112) well strung out behind him. Time,

The Travers was the most important race Fen- 
elon has won, though he had captured the Empire 
City Handicap in July, and last year won the En- 
durance Handicap. He has started 21 times, won 
five races, finished second five times, third twice, 
and has earned $44,905. Particulars of his pedi- 
gree appeared in THE BLOoD-HoRSE of July 20, 
page 68. 

None of the other 3-year-olds of the season 
have approached the $110,005 which Bimelech 
earned this season, and the Black Toney colt now 
seems extremely likely to be the only $100,000 
winner of his age this year. 


Bimelech Breaks a Bone 


On the day of the Travers Stakes, August 17, 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s Bimelech, which had been 
among the overnight entries, was withdrawn, and 
it was announced that X-rays had shown him to 
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have a broken bone in one of his front feet. It 
had been thought at first that the Black Toney 
colt had a bruised heel, but X-rays showed the 
more serious injury, and Bimelech is definitely 
through with racing in 1940. He will be un- 
wound from training, and then the shoe will be 
pulled off, when a better diagnosis of the injury 
will be possible. “There is no telling when he 
broke the bone,’’ Colonel Bradley said; “When 
we pull the shoe off the foot, we may find out 
that Bimelech has had the broken bone for some 
time. That may be the reason for his not show- 
ing at his best this year. He still is the greatest 
horse I have ever owned.” 

Bimelech will be returned to Colonel Bradley’s 
Idle Hour Stock Farm at Lexington. At first it 
was hoped that a long rest might make it possible 
for him to race again, but further examination in- 
dicated that it would be at least two years before 
he could be fitted again. So it was decided to re- 
tire him permanently, and he will enter stud next 
spring. 

The Black Toney—*La Troienne colt, full 
brother to Black Helen, leaves the race track with 
a distinguished record. As a 2-year-old he was 
unbeaten, winning six races including the Fu- 
turity, Hopeful, Saratoga Special, and Pimlico 
Futurity. At three he started seven times, won 
Blue Grass Stakes, Derby Trial, Preakness, and 
Belmont Stakes, was second in Kentucky Derby 
and Withers Stakes, third in the Classic. Alto- 
gether he earned $245,095, has the best record at 
two and three, the seasons considered together, 
of any horse in the last decade. 


Books at Saratoga 


Those who lamented the passage of bookmakers 
at Saratoga were apparently premature, for on 
August 17, Alfred L. Simon, district attorney of 
Saratoga County, directed a request to the Sara- 
toga Racing Association to deny admission to 
several bookmakers. Bookmaking was still going 
on at the track, the district attorney said, and 
the situation was a very difficult one to deal with, 
because the bookmakers, who were “to some ex- 
tent known in racing circles because of their ac- 
tivities in former years,” were dealing with “a 
limited group, rather than with the general pub- 
lic, and that their business in most instances is 
on an oral and credit basis.’’ In other words, some 
of New York’s bookmakers from previous years 
were still doing business with previous cus- 
tomers, particularly large bettors.

Books and Pari-Mutuels 


The new Louisiana State Racing Commission 
took an unprecedented step last week, as far as 
American racing is concerned, when it announced 
that both pari-mutuels and bookmakers would be 
allowed at the Fair Grounds next winter. Book- 
makers must pay a $25 license fee, and a bond or 
cash deposit of 25 per cent of each bookmaker’s 
estimated handle must be posted. A supervisor 
to settle all disputes between layers and players 
will be appointed. The commission also fixed the 
maximum deduction from pari-mutuel pools at*13 
per cent and breakage. 

Hesitancy of other States to legalize bookmak- 
ers has not been because of any particular dis- 
taste for that betting method, but because the 
States usually get their revenue from a percent- 
age of the pari-mutuel turnover. 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE 
Rockingham Park 


ITH one more week to go, Rockingham Park 
is comfortably ahead of the figures for the 
1939 summer meeting. Last week the track en- 
joyed a total pari-mutuel turnover of $1,803,088, 
which was better than either of the two previous 
weeks. Through the first 18 days the betting 
total was $5,162,644, for a daily average of $286,- 
814. Last summer the meeting was only of 18 
days, and the average was $278,542. With reason- 
able weather during the closing week, the average 
is likely to exceed $290,000. 

There were, as usual, two stakes last week. On 
August 14 the Matron Handicap, for fillies and 
mares, was offered, with Wheatley Stable’s Scur- 
ry, by Diavolo, proving a surprise winner. On 
August 11 the Raceland Handicap, a new stakes 
event at six furlongs, went to W. J. McCune’s 
Sassy Lady, by Flying Heels. Supporting this 
was a 1\4,¢-mile overnight handicap, for a $1,200 
purse, and the 5-year-old Hypocrite, one of the 
few remaining sons of *Wrack, won the event for 
Henry A. Parr. He was the third of four favor- 
ites to succeed during the day. Jockey J. Lynch, 
who had the mount on Hypocrite, scored the only 
riding double of the day, as he won the following 
race on Bell Helen, by *Cohort. 

The Raceland Handicap was not named for the 
celebrated racer which was out against Sir Dixon 
and Emperor of Norfolk some 50 years ago, but 
for the Framingham (Massachusetts) estate of 
John R. Macomber, who was present on August 
17 to present a piece of plate to Owner Walter 
McCune. Raceland is being called the birthplace 
of modern racing in Massachusetts, and the event 
will be built up to one of the most important of 
the Rockingham Park stakes if plans mature. 


Scurry Surprises 


Patrons at Rockingham Park August 14 had 
some difficulty deciding on the winner of the 
Matron Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, fillies and mares, 114g miles), and though Mrs. 
W. R. Flemming’s Loveday (121) was made 
favorite, the odds on the first five choices ranged 
only from 5 to 2 to 5 to 1. The one outsider, 
given virtually no chance, was Wheatley Stable’s 
Scurry (3, 10814), which was still seeking a 1940 
victory. 

R. W. Collins’ Sweet Willow (3, 106), trying a 
distance beyond six furlongs for the first time, 


made the early pace, with Scurry running sec-. 


ond, and the favorite, always a slow starter, 
trailing the field. After a half-mile Raise Up (3,

Scurry was foaled March 7, 1937, at A. B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Stud, where the Wheatley Stable 
breeding stock is kept.

Slapdash won 
Great American, Schuylerville Stakes, and Nurs- 
ery Stakes No. 2. Scurry was her first foal; she 
has one other of racing age, a 2-year-old which 
had not started to August 1. Tetrarch won and 
is also dam of the winners Small Devil (at two, 
five, six, and seven, 1940), and Little Demon. 
She had two other foals, one of which died as a 
yearling. *Petronnella is also dam of the winner 
Old Nick (12 wins at two and four), and is half- 
sister to the stakes winner and producer *Garris- 
town. 


Sassy Lady Surprises 


A new addition to the Rockingham Park stakes 
program this year was the Raceland Handicap 
($4,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs), 
run August 17. Mrs. T. Christopher’s Doubt Not 
(119), winner of the Tomlin Handicap two weeks 
earlier, and a half-brother to the Arlington Fu- 
turity winner, Swain, was the favorite at 9 to 10, 
but though he was able to take the lead in the 
stretch he could not hold it. 

B. N. Kane’s Halcyon Boy (3, 105) was the 
early leader, with W. J. McCune’s Sassy Lady 
(110) in second place, and Doubt Not raced in 
third place for the first half-mile. The favorite 
had been racing between horses, but on the last 
turn his chance came, as Halcyon Boy and Sassy 
Lady went wide.

Del Mar 


HE first 10 days of the Del Mar meeting, with 

good weather prevailing, were quite success- 
ful, and business was running well ahead of that 
for the corresponding period last year. Most of 
the horses which raced at Hollywood Park moved 
down to Del Mar, although a few moved east to 
the Chicago tracks. A stakes on the first Sat- 
urday failed to fill, but those which were offered 
last week had no difficulty. The Casa de Manana 
Hotel Stakes, on August 14, fell to Montana Sta- 
ble’s Satin Coat, a Western-bred 2-year-old by 
*Polymelian. On August 17, the second Saturday 
of the meeting, the principal event was the $2,500 
added Walter Connolly Memorial Handicap, at 
14%4, miles. The winner was Myron Selznick’s 
Can’t Wait, a Victorian horse which won the 
Butler Handicap in an Eastern invasion this sum- 
mer. Circle S Stable’s Hysterical, getting two 
pounds from the winner, was second, with John 
Hay Whitney’s Woof Woof, 3-year-old *Bull Dog 
gelding, third. A supporting event, a six-furlong 
dash under allowance conditions, was won by 
Kenaston and Philpot’s First Kiss, 5-year-old 
mare by Osculator. 


Satin Coat an Easy Winner 


The first of Del Mar’s scheduled stakes events, 
the San Diego Handicap, failed to fill, but the 
second, the Casa de Manana Hotel Stakes ($1,500 
added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs) drew six starters, 
was the featured event on August 14. The favor- 
ite was Montana Stable’s Satin Coat (118), ridden 
by Jockey E. Rodriguez, who is the leading rider 
left on the West Coast. 


The favorite was away fairly well, a saving of 
ground compensating for his position, and he 
raced in fourth place for the first three furlongs. 
Then he began moving up, and as the leader, Mrs.

Preservation is also dam of the winners 
Preservator, Capallen, and Excess Baggage. She 
was sister to Salvatrix, winner and dam of the 
winners Runstar (Coffroth, Wakefield, Hochelaga 
Handicaps and sire), Savilla (Lassie Stakes and 
dam of the winner Wandering Minstrel), Harbard 
(Brantford Handicap), Madge F. (also producer), 
Runcarol (also producer), Venetia, Runatrix, and 
Own Roe O'Neil. 


Burke to Direct Racing 


Dr. Charles W. Strub, on August 8, announced 
that Carleton F. Burke, former chairman of the 
California Horse Racing Board, would be given 
the post of director-general of racing at Santa 
Anita Park next winter, and his name, with that 
of C. J. FitzGerald, will be submitted to the 
board for the position of stewards. The position 
to which Mr. Burke has been appointed is a sort 
of general overlordship of the racing plant, with 
officials and all matters of racing within his 
jurisdiction. 


GRAYSON FOUNDATION 


For several years a number of Thoroughbred 
breeders have been working auietly toward es- 
tablishment of a fund with which to endow re- 
search on diseases of the horse. The setting up 
of a foundation, named in honor of the late Ad- 
miral Cary T. Grayson has been in process for 
some time, but until the foundation was a reality 
few public announcements have been made. Last 
week, with the organization completed, the fol- 
lowing story was released. 


SSISTING in present day national defense and 

looking toward future preparedness, a group 
of public spirited men, realizing the need of 
healthy horses and mules in large numbers, have 
organized the Grayson Foundation, Inc., to per- 
form much needed research to properly handle 
and prevent animal diseases. So that it might 
operate in a scientific and businesslike manner 
on a nationwide scale, the Grayson Foundation 
was recently incorporated as a charitable organi- 
zation, under the laws of New York State with 
the followil:g incorporators: William Woodward, 
chairman of The Jockey Club; Walter M. Jeffords 
and John Hay Whitney, well-known breeders of 
Thoroughbreds; Major Louie A. Beard, manager 
of the J. H. Whitney and Greentree Farms at Lex- 
ington, Ky.; and Dr. George Crile, one of the 
founders and a director of the Cleveland Clinic 
Foundation. 

While much is said of mechanized warfare at 
the present time, military officials and surveys 
of present activities abroad prove that horses and 
mules are needed as much as ever in modern war- 
fare. An army expert recently stated that during 
the recent invasion of France the Germans used 
791,000 animals, a big increase over the number 
used by them during the first World War. At 
the present time Great Britain is making a sur- 
vey of all its horses, grading them for duty ag 
army mounts. . 

The late Admiral Cary T. Grayson was one of 
the first, if not the first, to contribute toward and 
support research work in veterinary medicine and 
in scientific breeding, raising, and handling 
horses. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


As soon as organization of the Grayson Foun- 
dation has been completed, the officers will invite 
representatives of users and breeders of all kinds 
of horses and mules to assist in its work. When 
research material of value to horsemen has been 
developed, the Foundation will disseminate it 
through channels that will reach as many horse 
and mule owners as possible, right down to the 
persons who have one or two animals. Farm 
journals, agricultural papers, and organization 
bulletins will be asked to assist in sending out this 
information, so that it will prove beneficial to all 
who breed, raise, or use horses and mules. Dis- 
cussing the Grayson Foundation, Mr. Woodward 
said: 

“The incorporation of Grayson Foundation, 
named in memory of Admiral Cary T. Grayson, is 
the result of the conviction of a large number of 
persons devoted to the raising and breeding of 
horses that there is a positive need for further 
research in veterinary medicine and in the breed- 
ing, raising, and handling of horses. We are con- 
vinced that the experience in the last war and of 
the present war shows that horses will play an 
important part in the defense preparations of this 
country. Large numbers of horses will be re- 
quired. The experience of the last war also shows 
that large numbers of horses were lost prepara- 
tory to shipment to Europe because when as- 
sembled in relatively limited space they were pe- 
culiarly subject to the disastrous effects of in- 
fectious diseases. The importance of preventing 
a recurrence of similar heavy losses is obvious 
from the point of view of national defense. 


“We are also convinced that in peace time 
there is an even greater need for effective re- 
search in veterinary medicine, for the dissemina- 
tion of the results of such research and for their 
integration with existing knowledge of human 
medicine. With these goals before us the Gray- 
son Foundation was formed. A substantial sum 
has already been subscribed and will shortly be 
put to use. 


“In order to avoid duplicating facilities of ex- 
isting institutions, the Foundation will not itself 
engage in research. It will make grants of funds 
to initiate and support scientific investigations by 
selected individuals and organizations and will 
make the results of such research available to the 
public. 

“The membership and directorate will consist 
of persons interested in breeding and raising 
horses for all purposes. 

“The work of the Foundation will be coordinated 
with that of similar organizations working in the 
field of human medicine in order that a profitable 
exchange of knowledge may be assured.” 

An organizing dinner was held at Saratoga re- 
cently and the following officers were elected for 
the coming year: John Hay Whitney, president; 
Walter M. Jeffords, vice president; and Major 
Louie A. Beard, secretary-treasurer. The follow- 
ing executive committee was appointed: A. B. 
Hancock, chairman; Mr. Woodward, George D. 
Widener, Mr. Jeffords, Dr. Herbert Clark, Mr. 
Whitney and Major Beard. Dr. Clark, director of 
the Gorgas Memorial, was associated for many 
years with Admiral Grayson in the Gorgas Me- 
morial and is now carrying on that work.

STUD NEWS 


Arrivals From England 


*D HODES SCHOLAR, *Chrysler II, *Trois 

Pistoles, and *Abbe Pierre were among the 
horses which arrived in New York last week 
without incident. “Rhodes Scholar, a 7-year-old 
son of Pharos—-Book Law, by Buchan, was pur- 
chased by A. B. Hancock, Belair Stud, and 
Wheatley Stable, and was taken at once to Mr. 
Hancock's Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. Details of 
the purchase and of the racing and breeding 
record of *Rhodes Scholar were published in THE 
BLoop-HorRSE of July 27, page 121. His stud fee 
has been set at $1,000 with return. 

*Chrysler II, a French-bred by *Teddy, was 
purchased by Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., as reported 
last week. He will go to Charles W. Williams’ 
Stadacona Farm, Glyndon, Md., where he will 
stand at a fee of $200, payable November 1 if 
the mare is in foal on that date. The fee is to be 
reduced 50 per cent for stakes winners and dams 
of winners. 

Also on the boat were two horses owned by 
Robert Sterling Clark, *Trois Pistoles and *Abbe 
Pierre. *Trois Pistoles, by Vatout—-Galaday 
(dam of Galatea), by *Sir Gallahad III, raced in 
England at two and three (1940), and won one 
race from seven starts, was second in Manches- 
ter Autumn Breeders’ Foal Plate, and was third 
in Heath Plate and Red Rose Stakes. *Abbe 
Pierre, also a 3-year-old, is by Brantome—Suze, 
by Filibert de Savoie. He has started six times 
at two and three, won the Marske Plate (about 
$700) and was third in the Watt Memorial Plate. 


Mrs. Lewis’ Stock Moves 


The breeding stock of Mrs. Elizabeth Graham 
Lewis (Elizabeth Arden), including the stallion 
Sir Herbert Barker, seven broodmares, and three 
weanlings, was transferred from Maryland to 
Kentucky last week, and arrived in Lexington 
August 16. They were taken to Leslie Combs II's 
Spendthrift Farm. 

Sir Herbert Barker, which made the 1939 sea- 
son at Leslie Keiffer’s Inverness Farm, near Balti- 
more, Md., is a son of *Sir Gallahad III, out of 
Minima, dam of Porter’s Mite. He was raced only 
three times, as a 3-year-old, chiefly because of 
pneumonie contracted when he was a 2-year-old. 


Plans for Bahram 


Plans for the stud career of Bahram, whose 
purchase was announced in THE BLOOD-HORSE last 
week, have not been completed, but it has been 
decided that he will be taken first to Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s Sagamore Farm, at Glyndon, Md. Wher- 
ever he stands next season, his fee has been fixed 
at $2,500 with return. The boat carrying Bahram 
docked at Boston August 19 to unload part of its 
cargo, and it was expected that the stallion would 
be unloaded at New York August 20. 


R. S. and F. A. Clark's Horses 


Last week, a report of recent importations 
made in THE BLOoop-HOoRSE, assigned three horses 
in training and a number of yearlings to Robert 
Sterling Clark. This was in error. The three 
horses in training, *Saguenay, *Conqueror, and 
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*Saint Peter, were imported by Robert Sterling 
Clark; the yearlings are the property of F. Am- 
brose Clark, as was Bladen, purchased from 
Belair Stud. 


Cavalcade's First Winner 


The first winner by the 3-year-old champion of 
1934, Brookmeade Farm’s Cavalcade, was J. P. 
Jones’ Flower Parade, a $500 yearling purchase 
last year from the consignment of W. H. Lips- 
comb. Flower Parade, which won at Saratoga 
August 16, is from Flower Girl, by Pennant, dam 
of five earlier winners. 


Furtive Sold to Valdina 


John H. Clark, of Lexington, has announced the 
sale of Edgar Zantker’s 7-year-old broodmare, 
Furtive, to E. F. Woodward’s Texas nursery, Val- 
dina Farm. Furtive, by *Sir Gallahad III, had a 
weanling filly by Whichone at foot, and is in foal 
to Questionnaire. 


FOREIGN 
lrish Oaks 


HE cessation of racing in England has had 

the effect of increasing the class of Irish 
racing considerably, since some English stables 
are campaigning in Ireland instead of at the 
major English courses. The Irish Oaks, run at 
the Curragh on July 24, resulted in a victory for 
the Aga Khan’s Queen of Shiraz, a daughter of 
Bahram out of *Royal Minstrel’s half-sister, 
Qurrat-al-Ain, by Buchan. D. S. Kennedy’s Moon- 
traen, by Mannamead, was second, and W. Bar- 
nett’s Bold Maid, by Sandwich, was third. Queen 
of Shiraz, second choice to Bold Maid in the bet- 
ting, won easily by four lengths, got a purse of 
1,445 sovereigns, or about $5,780 at the current 
exchange rate. 


This was the second Irish classic winner for 
the Aga Khan this year, and for Bahram as well, 
for Turkhan, from that stallion’s first crop, won 
the Irish Derby. He was runner-up to Pont 
l’Eveque for the New Derby also. 


Both Turkhan and Queen of Shiraz, as well as 
Stardust, which was second to Djebel in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, are in training at FitzRoy 
House in Ireland, and it is understood that all of 
them are for sale. If no deal materializes, Turk- 
han and Stardust will probably be entered in stud 
next spring. 


Transfers and Movements 


Sales of horses, both those in training and 
breeding stock, are crackling all over England. 
Lady James Douglas has sold two of her mares 
to the British Bloodstock Agency, plans to dis- 
pose of everything except the 1918 Derby winner 
Gainsborough. 

H. Blagrave has sold five horses in training, 
including Hot Bun II, Chilliarch, Royal Alliance, 
Besworth Park, and Manners, to Wally Sibbritt, 
and these will be taken to India for racing. 

Basis Jarvis, who began the season with a 
string of 37 horses, has decided to turn all of them 
out. Others which will be let out of training are 
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Leon Volterra’s King of Trumps II, Dame de 
Trefle, and Broquart. 


Mrs. Louis D. Beaumont’s Braydore, Eilenroc, 
and Harar are reported to have been shipped to 
the United States, though there has been no word 
of them on this side of the Atlantic, and a con- 
siderable number have been sent to Ireland, in- 
cluding Toubo and Alibhai, which cost 3,500 
guineas and 3,200 guineas respectively as year- 
lings last December, and have not yet been seen 
in public. 

Meanwhile the Royal Calcutta Turf Club has 
decided to contribute £88,000 to the East India 
fund for war service, with the comment that this 
is enough to pay for a flight of Spitfires. 


Hopes in England 


Latest reports from England are that such 
trainers as George Lambton, Jack and Willie 
Jarvis, and Fred Butters are still giving their 
horses plenty of work, apparently in the hope of 
a resumption of racing. Four two-day meetings 
were being considered for September, but this 
was before the recent intensification of the aerial 
warfare. 


Foreign Notes 


A condition for entries to the 1943 Eclipse 
Stakes is that American owners may make en- 
tries to the race with The Jockey Club in New 
York. 


King Edward has paid forfeit for Merry Wan- 
der in the 1941 Derby, and for Mistress Tudor in 
the 1941 Oaks. But entries are being taken for 
events of 1942 and 1943. 


English breeding authorities are now speculat- 
ing on the status of Thoroughbred stock which is 
taken over by Germany in France. The general 
opinion is that after the war such stock will not 
be eligible for admission to the General Stud Book. 

The French owner, Marcel Boussac, has not 
been heard from since the war began in earnest 
this spring. Neither is there any word of his 
French bloodstock, though there have been un- 
authenticated rumors that Djebel, winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas this spring, had been 
saved. Steve Donoghue has a number of Mr. 
Boussac’s horses in England. 


The London Evening Standard reports receiv- 
ing word from the English trainer, Harry Count, 
who has trained in France for most of his life, 
that about 50 Thoroughbreds he had in his charge 
had to be abandoned to the Germans. Trainer 
Count has made many successful raids into Eng- 
land, winning the Two Thousand Guineas with 
Rodosto in 1933, and the 1938 Cesarewitch with 
Contrevent.

Hialeah to Raise Purses 


A few weeks ago it was announced that Tropi- 
cal Park would raise its minimum purses to $1,000 
this winter, and on August 14 Florida racing got 
another increase when officials of Hialeah Park 
said that the minimum at the Hialeah track 
would be $1,200 this winter. It is also announced 
that three new stakes races will be offered, giving 
the track a total of 16 stakes events this winter, 
but details concerning this part of the program 
will not be announced until later. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


The Saratoga 
Yearling Market 


ITH one night of the 1940 yearling sales re- 

maining as THE BLOOD-HORSE goes to press, 
it seemed likely that the Saratoga market would 
be about 17 or 18 per cent below that of 1939. 
With 12 sales completed, including one morning 
sale and 11 evening sessions, 653 yearlings had 
been disposed of for $1,189,600, an average of 
$1,822. At the same time last year, 576 yearlings 
had been sold for $1,299,975, an average of $2,- 
257, this representing a drop of 19 per cent. At 
the same time last year 67 yearlings which fell 
into the lower price groups remained to be sold; 
this year there are about 40 remaining, so the 
percentage of the decrease is very likely to be 
lessened. 


The current sales have been puzzling in some 
respects. During the first week every night 
without exception made an average which was 
below that of 1939. During the second week the 
first four nights had increases to show, and then 
the drop set in again. A number of consignors 
received increases, quite substantial in some 
cases, over 1939 figures, while others, offering 
yearlings from the same mares and by generally 
the same stallions, felt material drops. Some 
breeders were disposed to dismiss such variations 
as being the result of varying degrees of sales- 
manship, others saw in it a more careful scru- 
tiny of pedigrees, some made it a question of in- 
dividuality among the yearlings. But nobody 
knew. 

The following table shows the 1939 and 1940 
sales, by nights. The schedules are not exactly 
the same for the two years, so the nights which 
do correspond are placed opposite each other, 
with blank half-lines indicating instances in 
which a sale had no corresponding one to which 
it can be compared.

A part of the decrease could be accounted for 
by the fact that there were considerably more 
yearlings offered then S»ratoga has ever ab- 
sorbed before. Last year there were 643 sold; the 
record, set in 1930, is 660. This year, even assum- 
ing a few are withdrawn from the last sale, there 
will be about 690. 


It is usually true that on a falling market colts 
hold up better than fillies, since the return on 
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colts is usually quicker, a considerable part of 
filly prices depending on their expectation as 
broodmares. This held true in the 1940 sales. 
The 310 colts which were sold in the first 12 
sessions averaged $2,279, a drop of 12 per cent 
from the $2,589 average of 1939. The fillies 
dropped from $1,724 to $1,156, a fall of 33 per 
cent. The proportion of colts and fillies offered 
in the two years is roughly the same. In 1939 
the division was 60 per cent colts, 40 per cent 
fillies. This year the division thus far is 59 per 
cent colts, 41 per cent fillies. A comparison of 
colt and filly prices for the first 12 1940 sales with 
the complete sales of the three previous years:

Tuesday, August 13 


HE seventh night of the sales, like the sixth, 

showed an increase over the corresponding 
night of 1939, with 48 head averaging $1,835, as 
against $1,757 last year. The advance was by no 
means uniform, however, with about half of the 
consignments showing a gain, and the others a 
loss. Greenwich Stud, though only one of its of- 
ferings dropped below $1,000, was $1,025 behind 
its 1939 average. Charles Nuckols, on the other 
hand, had a gain of nearly $750 a head to show. 
The horses consigned by the estate of Mrs. T. J. 
Regan also showed a heavy drop, falling from an 
average of $3,414 in 1939 to $1,288 this year. The 
consignments of Blue Ridge and Meadowview 
Farms had moderate increases. The summary by 
consignors:

Wednesday, August 14 


HE same ups and downs which had marked 

previous sales were evident in the sale on 
Wednesday evening, with several consignors re- 
ceiving markedly lower averages than in 1939, 
some registering increases, and for the third 
night in succession, the general average for the 
night was ahead of the corresponding one last 
year. An increase in the number of Coldstream 
Stud offerings had something to do with both fac- 
tors. The farm had received an unusually high 
average of $4,658 for 12 head last year, and 
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doubling the number necessarily lowered the av- 
erage. At the same time, 12 additional yearlings 
averaging $3,000 were replacing some of the in- 
ferior stock of minor consignors, thus increasing 
the general average for the night. 

The best increase in a consignment of any size 
was that registered by W. H. Lipscomb, who is 
nicknamed “Shorty” in Virginia because he is 
probably the tallest horseman in the State. The 
eight head from Mr. Lipscomb’s Raspberry Plain, 
near Leesburg, averaged $2,475, whereas the 
eight offered last year averaged only $931. The 
summary by consignors:

OR the fourth night in succession, the sale on 
the second Thursday of the series represented 
a gain over the corresponding evening in 1939. 
It was, in fact, the strongest gain of the sales, the 
average rising by $623 over that of 1939. The 
largest consignor was Thomas Piatt, who sent 24 
head from his Brookdale Farm, got an average 
of $1,369 for them. Last year he had the same 
number, averaged $77 a head less. Thomas Carr 
Piatt, whose Crestwood Farm adjoins his father’s 
nursery, got an average which more than doubled 
the one his yearlings made in 1939. 

Unexpectedly strong was the $3,086 average 
which Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart received, al- 
though the fact that all of her offerings were 
colts aided materially. 

The Ellerslie Stud sale of 13 head had no 
counterpart in the 1939 sales, as last year Mr. 
Hancock sold all of his yearlings except five on 
his regular night, and the five which were sold on 
another evening were not divided as to the farm 
of their origin. Altogether this year, counting 44 
head from Claiborne Stud in Kentucky, 13 from 
the Virginia nursery, and eight yearlings im- 
ported from England, Mr. Hancock sold 65 head 
for an average of $3,417. Last year he had 63 
head for an average of $4,423.

OR the first time during the second week, the 

sales turned below 1939 figures, on the eve- 
ning of August 16, when 62 head were sold for an 
average of $1,243. Both of the larger consignors, 
Mrs. Silas B. Mason’s Duntreath Farm and Col.

HE only morning sale of the session was that 

of August 17, when John S. Wiggins disposed 
of his Military Stock Farm consignment of 34 
head. The average he received was $131 below 
that of 1939, a decrease partly to be accounted for 
by the fact that whereas, in 1939, there were 15 
colts and seven fillies in his consignment, or a 
ratio of more than two to one, the 1940 consign- 
ment included 21 fillies and 13 colts, or a prepon- 
derance of about 3 to 2 in favor of the fillies.

Principal purchaser from the Military Stock 
Farm sale was Thomas B. Cromwell, who bought 
13 head for $7,350. Last year Mr. Cromwell 
bought two yearlings from Military Stock Farm, 
raced them in partnership with Mr. Wiggins and 
C. C. VanMeter. Both of them have won, and 
one is the smart New England development Blue 
Pair, one of the leading money winners of his 
age, for which Mr. VanMeter has refused offers 
of around $20,000. Several of Mr. Cromwell’s 
purchases were by Pairbypair, sire of Blue Pair. 

The highest price paid was $2,500, which 
Greentree Stable paid for a filly by Sweeping 
Light—-Elf Lock, the dam being a Whitney-bred 
sister to Elf, dam of Boojum and Tatterdemalion. 
Two of the consignment reached $2,000; both 
were Sweeping Light colts, and both were pur- 
chased by Mr. Cromwell.

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Sales Notes 
From Saratoga 


By J. A. Estes 


NE of the largest consignors to the Saratoga 

market made a last appearance Monday 
night, August 12, when the yearlings belonging 
to the estate of Willis Sharpe Kilmer were dis- 
pesed of. The remainder of the Kilmer stock 
will be sold at auction this fall, with a few ex- 
cepticns, such as the great old stallion *Sun 
Briar, which will be retired, his son Sun Beau, 
which will be leased, and the great gelding Ex- 
terminator, which has long been a_ pensioner. 
Plans for this dispersal have not yet been offi- 
cially anncunced, but tentatively it is expected 
that the horses will be sold at Court Manor, New 
Market, Va., about the end of October, with the 
Fasig-Tipton Company handling the sale. What- 
ever horses in training may remain in the Kilmer 
stable at that time will be sold at Pimlico, in con- 
nection with the Maryland Fall Sales. Presum- 
ably there will be a large number of Kilmer-bred 
yearlings included among next year’s offerings at 
Saratoga, as there will be many horsemen willing 
to speculate on the possibility of making a profit 
on weanlings purchased at the Court Manor dis- 
persal. Some of the top yearlings of this season 
were bought in like fashion out of the dispersal 
of B. B. Jones’ stock at Audley Farm last fall, 
notably the *Bull Dog—*Felina II colt which 
Kenneth Gilpin bought for $4,000 and sold for 
$11,500 and the Coldstream—Carbina colt which 
Henry Knight bought for $2,600 and sold for 
$9,200. 

The dispersals of the Audley Farm and Court 
Manor studs mean a considerable curtailment of 
Thoroughbred breeding in Virginia, as these were 
the two more important nurseries in the State. 
But it can be taken for granted that Virginia 
will continue to hold an important place among 
producers of race horses, as a number of younger 
enthusiasts have taken to keeping brocdmares 
and raising yearlings for the market. 

The top price of the Kilmer consignment, as 
was rather generally expected, was paid for the 
brother to Sun Egret, by *Sun Briar out of the 
Victoria Stakes winner Polly Egret. This one, 
at $8,700, was knocked down to Louis B. Mayer, 
whose bidding was done by Mervyn Le Rov. It 
wes the only purchase of the sales for Mr. Mayer, 
who two years ago was one of the largest pur- 
chasers. Dan Midkiff, Mr. Mayer’s chief of 
equine operations. made one or two buys during 
the first week of the sales, but they were for his 
own account, he said. Other top ones were the 
$7,000 colt by *Gino out of Sun Lover’s dam, 
Dark Love, which went to Millsdale Stable, and 
the $5,100 brether to Nedayr, bought by Robert 
J. Kleberg for the King Ranch stable. 


Incidentally, all three of these colts were oyt 
of extra gocd race mares. 
that the present market seems to be acutely 
eenscious of the credentials of yearlings from 
this point of view, that is, the buyers seem to be 
putting more premium than usual on the produce 
of mares which have raced well or have pro- 
duced well, or both. This is hardly to be set 


Which is a reminder 
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down as a trend, of course. Unless my own ob- 
servation has been far wide of the truth, the bet- 
ter race mares have a way of producing the bet- 
ter individuals. Further instances which come to 
mind easily are the Cavalcade—-Watch Her colt, 
the Coldstream—cCarbina colt, the Gallant Fox— 
Ruddy Light filly, the $16,000 Hyperion—Gwyn- 
iard colt, and the *Bull Dog—*Felina II colt. 
These were all out of very fast mares, all superb 
individuals. 

Two of the horses in the Kilmer lot had to be 
brought back into the ring and sold again after 
having been knocked down. The Neddie—Sunaibi 
filly was first knocked down at $1,100, but when 
a discussion arose as to whose bid it was she 
was brought back and sold, at $1,400, to Sylvester 
Labrot. The same thing happened with the Ned- 
die—Sun Vive filly, which gained from $400 to 
$650 and went to D. J. Schneider. 

From the ringside the sale of Henry Knight’s 
Almahurst Farm yearlings seemed to be the 
strongest point of the market. The bidding was 
animated and the prices were generally very good. 
The top price of $9,200 was paid by Milky Way 
Farm for the Coldstream—Carbina colt which 
Mr. Knight had bought out of the Audley Farm 
dispersal. This was one of the handsomest year- 
lings offered during the entire season. The sec- 
ond crop of yearlings by Ladysman and the first 
crop by Sun Teddy also made a very good ap- 
pearance and brought good prices. But after the 
sale, when I remarked to Cleaveland Putnam that 
it was a good sale, he replied, “Was it? I was 
surprised that I was able to buy them so cheap.” 
Mr. Putnam, owner of Ladysman, which stands 
at Almahurst, last year bought what he con- 
sidered a top son of Ladysman from Mr. Knight, 
but the colt died after being shipped West. He 
wanted to race a colt from the first crop of Ladys- 
man and asked Mr. Knight’s advice on obtaining 
one. Mr. Knight suggested that he try to get 
the Deubtful Hours colt which had been bought 
at Saratoga by Millsdale Stable for $2,500, and 
Mr. Putnam was able to do so by giving $6,500 for 
the youngster, which is now well known as Swain, 
winner of the Arlington Futurity. 

At the end of the Almahurst Farm catalogue 
were two colts consigned by a newcomer to Sara- 
toga, Lewis G. Tutt, former G-man who now has 
a farm near Lexington. Both went to B. F. 
Whitaker, the son of Questionnaire for $1,300, 
the Peace Chance colt for $2,900. The result left 
Mr. Tutt a little puzzled, as he had appraised 
them in exactly opposite fashion. But one soon 
gets used to that at Saratoga. 

The consignment of Charles Nuckols, owner of 
Hurstland Farm in Woodford County, Kentucky, 
was first in the catalogue on Tuesday night, Au- 
gust 13. His top price was $7,000 for an excellent 
colt by *Pharamond II out of *Heterodyne, by 
Blandford. Olin Gentry bought this one for his 
employer, Col. E. R. Bradley. Colonel Bradley 
had told Mr. Gentry that, “if he saw anything 
good,” it would be all right to go ahead and buy it. 

The top price of Tuesday night was the $7,500 
paid by King Ranch for Blue Ridge Farm’s (Mrs. 
George L. Harrison’s) brown colt by Cavalcade 
out of Watch Her, by On Watch. The bidding 
here had some overtones. The runner-up was 
Mrs. Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable, which 
raced and still owns the sire, Cavalcade—and this 
was the handsomest Cavalcade colt the writer has 
seen. But Max Hirsch, who trains for the King 
Ranch, had a special interest in the dam, Watch 
Her, which he had trained for Bernard Baruch’s 
Kershaw Stable. Watch Her was a very fast filly, 
and as a 2-year-old had a victory over Discovery 
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to her credit. Many of those present at the sales 
remembered the day she ran away four and a 
quarter miles at Belmont Park (she was then a 
2-year-old) was brought back to the post while 
the odds against her mounted steadily, and won 
the race. That runaway, however, just about 
ended her usefulness as a racer, and she ran only 
twice later. 

If the Almahurst Farm sale was the best of the 
market, or near it, the Coldstream Stud sale of 
Wednesday night was probably the worst. Though 
the average for this lot, which was the biggest 
Coldstream had ever offered and which included 
12 fillies along with an equal number of colts, did 
not figure to be at the top, there were several 
colts with extraordinary credentials, on paper and 
on the hoof, and these uniformly sold at prices 
lower than was generally expected. 


A former Coldstream trainer, Jack Howard, 
who had been going over the consignment ‘with 
a fine-tooth comb” ever 
since it had arrived on 
the grounds, the 
most active bidder, and 
he wound up with eight 
of the lot, including the 
$10,000 brother to Top 
Dog, by *Bull Doz 
Fairy Eyes. These. Mr. 
Howard explained later, 
were for the account of 
himself and David M. 
Rhodes, Chicago oil man 
who hitherto has raced a 
small stable. They were 
shipped to Lexington, 
will be broken there. Mr. 
Howard will train them 
next year along with a 
few of his own horses, 
unless his own stock ‘is 
sold in the meantime. 

Coldstream’s top price was $12,000, paid by 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars’ Milky Way Farm for the 
splendid brother to Bull Lea and Nectarine and 
half-brother to Espino, Bois de Rose, and Ruddy. 
He is the last foal of that remarkable mare Rose 
Leaves, which died last year after having pro- 
duced five stakes winners. Thomas B. Cromwell, 
Major Louie A. Beard, and Mr. Howard were 
among the other bidders on this one. 


The colt by Coldstream or *Bull Dog out of My 
Lava, which went to Jack Howard for $2,300, was 
announced as a cribber. 


Major Beard, who left off bidding on the Cold- 
stream Farm sons of *Bull Dog after the Rose 
Leaves colt was sold, stepped in and bought the 
*Bull Dog colt out of *Felina II from Kenneth 
Gilpin’s two-horse consignment, paying $11,500. 
He was acting in this instance for John Hay 
Whitney. 

Generally agreed to be one of the best fillies 
offered this year was the sister to Andy K. in the 
consignment of 85-year-old John H. Morris, one of 
the most popular figures of the Saratoga season. 
But she arrived with a fever which got her off her 
feed and she lost some of her glamour in the eyes 
of buyers. Thus Crispin Oglebay, of Gates Mills, 
Ohio, who last year bought her dam, Alice Foster, 
was able to get her for $3,500. This was, I be- 
lieve, the only yearling Mr. Oglebay bid on during 
the entire sales series. Last year he did very 
little bidding, but got from Harrie B. Scott’s con- 
Signment the excellent filly Level Best, by Equi- 
poise out of the stakes winner Speed Boat. 

The top price of the Wednesday catalogue was 
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the $12,700 paid for the strapping chestnut colt by 
Psychic Bid out of Ready, dam of the stakes win- 
ner Redlin, offered by William H. (Shorty) Lips- 
comb, owner of Raspberry Plain at Leesburg, Va. 
Thomas B. Cromwell went to $10,000 on this colt, 
and from there on it was a duel between Mrs. 
Mars and Mrs. Sloane—a duel which has been 
many times repeated in the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany arena here. Brookmeade, which owns Psy- 
chic Bid, was the winner. 

W. E. Caskey, of Lexington, who in recent 
years has purchased yearlings and resold them at 
Saratoga, this year offered a number of young- 
sters which he had not bought outright. His 
principal offering was the bay colt by Omaha out 
of the good stakes winner Sparta, in which the 
young trainer Duval A. Headley shared owner- 
ship. The bidding was principally a duel between 
Trainers James Fitzsimmons and Ted Horning 
(for W. E. Boeing), sitting on opposite sides of 
the ring. When Mr. Horning got to $7,000 Mr. 
Fitzsimmons apparently had reached the limit 
given him by his client, and Mrs. H. C. Phipps 
(Wheatley Stable) took things in her own hands, 
made a raise of $100, and got the colt. 

Arthur B. Hancock, who had enough colts and 
fillies from his Claiborne Stud in Kentucky to 
take up an entire night during the first week, of- 
fered the products of his Ellerslie Stud in Vir- 
ginia on Thursday night, August 15. Top price 
among these was the $6,000 paid by Mill River 
Stable (Mrs. Barclay K. Douglas) for the colt by 
Pompey out of Lost Horizon. In this consign- 
ment the Tintagel—-Brown Chick filly was first 
announced as having been sold to H. R. Bain. 
This was the first time the name of a Canadian 
buyer had come into the sales reports. But later 
it was found that the purchaser was Edward Hay- 
ward. 

Horses of the Piatt family followed those of 
Mr. Hancock into the ring. Thomas Piatt pere 
sold 24 head and Thomas Carr Piatt fils sold nine, 
while Robert M. Young and Thomas Carr Piatt 
had one, a promising colt by Epithet out of the 
dam of the steeplechaser Satilla. There were no 
spectacular prices here, the highest bid being the 
$5,200 which Preston Burch made on T. C. Piatt’s 
striking chestnut filly by Gallant Fox out of the 
stakes winner Ruddy Light. Mr. Burch, who 
previously had bought four fillies for Bing Crosby 
and shipped them to California, was bidding this 
time for W. L. Brann, owner of Challedon. C. A. 
Roles was one of the more active bidders on this 
consignment, got several head for the Rivermount 
Ranch (which formerly raced as H. R. Enger, 
according to second-hand information), one for 
Harry Curland, southern California’s Harry Stev- 
ens and Joe Wolken, that is, concessionaire at 
Santa Anita Park and Hollywood Park. Thomas 
Piatt, one of the country’s most experienced and 
most thorough horsemen, thought his sale was 
“all right” but assured his customers that they 
had bought bargains, asserted his willingness to 
“give a profit’ on some of the yearlings he had 
sold. T. C. Piatt’s Halcyon—Epingle filly, knocked 
down to Earl B. Smith, of Texas, was resold to 
King Ranch for a profit. 

The seven Milkman colts sold by Mrs. W. 
Plunket Stewart, whose farm is at The Plains, 
Va., created a very favorable impression on all 
lookers at the sales and sold very well. Mrs. F. 
Ambrose Clark, sitting in a front row seat, 
bought three of them, including the two largest 
ones, out of Peake (this one is a brother to the 
Belmont Stakes winner Pasteurized) and the 
stakes winner Lady Reigh. Lady Reigh was the 
best race mare ever sired by Reigh Count, and 
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John D. Hertz, owner of Reigh Count, forced Mrs. 
Clark to go to $5,500 for this big fellow. 

Robert S. Castle bought the *Cohort—-Mint 
Olga filly out of the consignment of Horace N. 
Davis Tuesday night. Mr. Castle, formerly as- 
sociated with William L. Brann in the ownership 
of Branncastle Farm (*Challenger II, Challedon, 
etc.), now races a small stable, says he has no in- 
tention of becoming a breeder again. At Brann- 
castle he had the good winner and producer Briar 
Bunny, which is a sister to Mint Olga, dam of the 
yearling he purchased. 

Walter G. McCarty, of Beverly Hills, Calif., had 
J. H. Stotler bidding on yearlings for him. He 
had all he wanted by the middle of the week and 
returned to California, where the yearlings were 
to be shipped. A story was published that Mr. 
Stotler would train for him, but this was in error. 
Mr. Stotler, gradually coming back to complete 
soundness after an accident which incapacitated 
him for many months, seems to be in no hurry to 
accept a position which would require him to lead 
a strenuous existence. He has had several offers 
but prefers to wait a while longer before making 
definite plans for himself. At the Ellerslie sale 
of Thursday night he bought a *Jacopo filly for 
the account of Charles S. Howard. 

Allan T. Simmons, owner of radio station 
WADC in Akron and of a successful string of 
racers, waited until the second week of the sales 
to start buying, got six good colts, and by Thurs- 
day night had all he wanted. From W. B. Mil- 
ler’s Greenwich Stud he bought two Ariel colts at 
$2,800 and $3,900. From Coldstream Stud he got 
the *Bull Dog—Rose Eternal colt for $5,300 and 
the *St. Germans—Log colt for $5,200. Out of 
the Thomas Piatt consignment he bought a son of 
Jean Valjean—Misgivings for $2,400 and a son of 
Questionnaire-—-Moony for $3,000. He also went 
to $8,000 on the Psychic Bid—Ready colt sold by 
Mr. Lipscomb, no doubt prompted to some extent 
by the prowess of Wishing, a very good Psychic 
Bid 2-year-old he owns, and for which he recently 
turned down a large offer. The six colts he 
bought were shipped to Robert M. Young’s farm 
at Lexington, and later will go to Keeneland. 

Chester H. Lauck, of the radio team of Lum and 
Abner, doing his own bidding, bought four young- 
sters at modest prices, ordered them shipped to 
California. 

W. C. Stroube, of Corsicana, Texas, bought 
eight head for himself and his partner, James R. 
Collins, and by Thursday was ready to quit bid- 
ding. The yearlings he bought were to be shipped 
to Texas. 

H. L. Straus, who heads the American Totali- 
sator Company and owns a farm in Maryland, has 
been a frequent bidder and buyer. He does not 
contemplate greatly increasing the size of his rac- 
ing stable or breeding operations, he said, but 
probably will resell in the fall some of the year- 
lings he has purchased here. 

The market appears to be one which invites 
speculation on good yearlings at moderate prices. 
New Jersey will have racing next year. New 
York purses will be up. Hialeah Park has just 
announced a $1,200 minimum in purses. But the 
market is reacting to external influences rather 
than to future racing possibilities. The veteran 
trainer J. B. Partridge is one who is frankly buy- 
ing yearlings with the expectation of realizing a 
profit on them later. 

The highest price reached by a filly this year 
was the $7,500 paid for the good daughter of Man 
o’ War out of the stakes winner Mid Victorian in 
the consignment of Mrs. Silas B. Mason’s Dun- 
treath Farm on Friday night. Bert Squires, act- 
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ing as agent for an unannounced client, was the 
purchaser. A very different type of filly, the 
chunky, powerful roan by Head Play out of the 
stakes winner Planetoid, by Ariel out of the 
famed blind mare La Chica, sold by Duntreath 
Farm and Tommy Taylor, went to Milky Way 
Farm for $5,100. The only other time during the 
Friday sale that the $5,000 mark was reached 
was when Dr. Eslie A. Asbury’s good colt by 
Omaha out of Bird of Blue was sold for $5,100. 
Themas B. Cromwell, Ted Horning, and A. B. 
Gordon did most of the bidding on the Omaha 
colt, which was finally knocked down to Mr. Gor- 
don, bidding for Thomas M. Howell, of Chicago, 
owner of the Barrington Stable. 

The Wise Counsellor—Benevolence filly in Dr. 
Asbury’s consignment was knocked down at 
$1,700 to Jack Regers, of Versailles, Ky., but the 
next day was turned over by Mr. Rogers to 
Cherles Williams, of Cincinnati, who hitherto has 
been better known for his ownership of saddle 
and show horses rather than for Thoroughbreds. 

The Flying Heels— Poverty colt in the consign- 
ment of Charles A. Asbury has been withdrawn 
because of an injury, and in his place was offered 
a bay filly by Sweev All—Sand Lark, by Su- 
premus, which went to H. P. Headley for $650. 

Col. Phil T. Chinn, ill in a Lexington hospital 
and for the first time in years unable to be pres- 
ent for his sale at Saratoga, received many mes- 
sages of encouragement from friends at the Spa, 
and I heard many a conversation in which high 
praise was given the Colonel. But his yearlings 
failed to impress buyers as being top prospects. 
Of the 33 colts and fillies sold by Old Hickory 
Farm and its associates none went as high as 
$3,000, and about two-thirds of them failed to 
reach $1,000. 

The one morning sale of the series was held 
Saturday, August 17, the yearlings of Military 
Stock Farm (John S. Wiggins) being the only 
consignment. Fred B. Koontz, who is associated 
with Mr. Wiggins, has been ill for several months 
and was unable to be present. The crowd was 
one of the smallest which ever attended a sale 
at the Fasig-Tipton paddocks here. There were 
whole rows of seats empty all during the selling. 
Despite the fact that Blue Pair and Tangled, 
two of the best 2-year-olds of the season, came 
from the Military Stock Farm sale of last year, 
the prices in general were very low. Thomas B. 
Cromwell, who last year got Blue Pair for $600, 
was the most active bidder, and got 13 out of the 
34 head sold. John Gaver, trainer for the Green- 
tree Stable of Mrs. Payne Whitney, went to $2,- 
500, top price of the morning, to buy the full sis- 
ter to Tangled, which he bought last year for 
$1,300.

Sirocco Badly Injured 


It was at first reported that Dixiana’s Classic 
winner Sirocco had come out of the American 
Derby with cuts and abrasions on his legs, prob- 
ably self-inflicted. But on August 13, after Si- 
rocco failed to respond to treatment, X-rays were 
made, and it was found that the Sweep All colt 
had suffered an unusual fracture of the cannon 
bone in his right fore leg. The break was verti- 
cal, extending almost the full length of the bone, 
but the X-rays showed no injury to the sesamoid 
bones, and there is considerable hope that the 
colt can race again. A cast was put on the leg, 
and Sirocco will be sent to Dixiana when his con- 
dition permits.

Stakes in Western Canada 


HE Western Canadian racing circuit, made up 
T of nearly a dozen tracks, operates without 
much attention from the United States. But a 
number of small stakes are run, particularly at 
Whittier Park and Polo Park, and the results of 
those decided in June and July are given below, as 
being a part of the stakes record of North 
America.
